THE KAISER'S SPEECH.

The speech from the throne made by the Ger-
man Emperor yesterday at the opening of the
Relehstag !s commended to the favorable at-
tention of Americans by the conCurrent news
that the German Government will send no wir-
ship to Hayt! and that the German Forelgn
Minister and the Amerlean Ambassador have
come to a satlsfactory understanding upon the
Lueders case. ‘This ls most agreeable news,
giving assurance of continued friendly relations
between Emplire and Republic and rebuking
effectively the Insane *'red-seers” who only yes-
terday were shrilly shrleking that by manifest-
ing an interest in the German-Haytian dlspute
this conntry had brought itself face to face with
war. The German Government recognizes the
right of the United States to manifest such an
tnterest, and does so n the eminently direct and
practical way of giviug to the Unlted States
Ambassador an explanation of lts eonduct.

The speech itself ls worthy of this gratifying
news which accompanies it. Crities of the Ger-
man Emperor have ealled him Willlam the Talk-
ative. He has been freer with publle utterances
than have most sovercigus of his tlme. Now and
‘hen le has said things to which exception may
well be taken. PBut he has also on many occa-
slons spoken with admirable Ineidity and direct-
ness and with that convinelng strengili which
fa found only in judicious thenuzht and modera-
tlon of language. Such was his speech of yes-
terday. There Is no doubt that he compased it
as well as dellvered {t. And thero sepms to
have becn not a rash nor an inteinperate word
in it, nor apy unworthy of the rulur of one of
the most potent empires in the world. True,
throne speeches are usually perfunctory. But
at a time ke this there could mot help belng
some sparks In the deliverance of a sovereign
who was an Irresponsible firebrand. such as his
enemles have pictured the Kaiser. There are
pone in this, nor 1s there any word that might
better have remained unspoken,

That paval expansion would he most dwelt
upon was long ago forecast. The Emperor
renlizes that he cannot hope to make his army
materially larger or more efficlent than It is, and
he has the satisfaction of knowing that if it s
not superior to any it is not Inferior to any
other In the world. But his navy 1s distinctly
{nferlor in aize and strength to several others,
and that Is a condition of affairs he cannot en-
dure. TFor safcty in poasible war, and for the
promotion of actmal commerce and colonial In-
terests, he wants the navy incrensed commen-
surately with the greatness of the nation. The
biil which he proposes to introduce will call for
an appropriation of $12.500,000 above the ordl-
pary naval budget, to be spent on new construc-
tlon next year, and from $15.000,000 to $16,000,-

000 each vesr thereafter until 1003. That is a
large demand, but it Is not so large as the ap-
propriations made Ly other nations, and It«is

promised that it will cause no Increase of taxa-

tlon. The selzure of Kilau-Chou will doubtless
emphasize the need of a stronger navy, and It Is

not Improbable that the bill will be enacted.

The bill revising the code of military pro-
ceflure will also be pressed. It proposes to abol-

ish the secrecy of most military trials and to
abolish the Emperor'a power to cancel military
verdicts. These will be important changes and
marked concessions to the popular demand.
Probably the offer of them will facilitate the

ge of the Navy bill. The general report
on the condition of the Empire which the Em-
peror makes may seem rather too roseate In
nue, in view of the freq ent tales of eeonomic
dlsorder, Industrial distr 88 and colonial fallure
with which the world has been regaled. The
concrete facts are, however, that there 1 a goil
surplus !n the treasury, no fear of higher taxa-
tlon and a steady Imerease of German trade
in most of the markets of the world. Those are
conditions which may well Insplre the fmperial
! orator with confilence and cheerfulness, Cer-
tainly his American audlence has no eanse to
regard his utterance elther with fear or with

reproach.

GET A NEW MACHINE.

Keely, of motor fame, has fnvented a fiying
machine the prineiple of which Is based upon
the theory that In the force known as gravita-
tlon is the opposite force of levitation. This
machine, he says, “will be capable of making a
“gympathetic outreach of a distance greal
“anough about itself to not only neutralize the
vaffects of gravitation, but to permit the en-
“gine nnd its equipment, no matter how heavy
“or how heavily burdened, to keep it." He i=
pnow “working on a new idea to {nerease the
area of the sympathetic outreach.”

There seem to be points of simllarity between
this invention and the Republican machine of
this county. The latter is based on the same
prineiple of overcoming gravitation by levita-
tlon by means of the sympathetie outreach.
Thus the gravity of Quigg working together
with the levity of Gruber, and both eombined
with the sympathetic outreach of Platt, were
supposed to be sufficlent to float the whole ma-
chine in midair, where it would have been held
by the indomitable Platt and stecred by the in-
serutable Quigg. The ascent was to have been
made on November 2. The promoters sald it
was o dead-sure thing that it would fly, and,
though they dldn't bet themselves, they had no
hesitatlon in assuring the general publie that
to bet on 1t would be pleking up money in the
street, while It would be just throwing money
{n the fire to bet against it. It went up high
enough to give the operators the benefit of a
dull thud when it dropped, and that was all.
The shock of it struck Platt speechless, scared
Quigg o that he incontinently turned tall and
ran away, and even Gruber ceaged to be merry
and was serious for several days.

It oceurs to us that Platt and Quigg m!ght
gwap off the Republican machine for the Keely
invention. They have got the principle all right,
but thelr present machine graviiates a great
dea) more and a great deal harder than it levi-
tates: and It bumps the passengers together
dreadfully when it sirikes, the result being that
they turn to and abuse each other for gravitat-
ing when they ought to levitate, and then con-
fuslon ariges, and they don't know whether to
purge the rolls or pad them or throw the doors
wide open. What they really need 15 a new
machine that will levitate and not gravitate, and
then they want to send out the winsome anid
persunsive Quigg to “Increase the area of the
sympathetic outreach.”

FIRST PRINCIPLES,

MORE LIGHT ON AUTONOMY,

The complete text of the Cuban autonomy
scheme 18 not yet made public in this country.
The Spanish Minister has, however, recelved
pretty full advices concerning it, and 1s thus able
to set forth its provisions much more satisfacto-
' plly than has hitherto been done. IIls exposl:
tions prosent the sclieme In a far more favorable
Bight than it nt st appeared in, and amply
justify the suggestion already made, that the
Cubans will do well to eonalder the Spanish
offer carefully as a possible basis of settlement
on terms advantageous to both parties. The
scheme s not perfect. No scheme of govern-
ment is. Dut it is a vast deal better than any
other 8pain has ever offered, differing from fts
predecessors not only In degree but In kind.
Indecd, as expounded by the Spanish Minister,
| it seems to compare not unfavorably with that

granted by Great Pritain to Canada thirty years
lago. It I8 assuredly much more generous to
| Cuba than the Cubans themselves nsked a few
years ago. The one Important point not yet
' made clear 18 that of the debt. It Is not to be
|uu|rposod that Cuba would assume the whole
| or the major part of the indebtedness Incurred
| by Spain In keeping the lsland in subjection,

It Spain will be as just on that score as she

offers to be on others, a settlement ought to be
: reached.

! Refior de LOme recognizes the fact that there
are Irreconcilable men on both sides. Those In
Spain object to any concessions to Cuba, Those
in Cuba object to Any compromise or any set-
| tlement mhort of absolute Independence. He
truly says that such men are out of court and
| are not to be consldered In the present negotia-
' tlons. Nevertheless, It must be remembered
| that their existence in Cuba is chiefly due to the
! faults of Spaln. Thirty years ago there were
| very few of them. At the outbreak of the Ten
' Years' War this offer would have been aceepted

with scarcely a dissenting voice. But the bar-

barities of that war, and the fallure of the

Treaty of Zanjon embittered the Cubans and
| made thousands of Irreconcilables. Yet down
| to three years ago these latter were still a small

minority.

fut many things have happened In these last |
three years, The rigors of the Ten Years® War
have been renewed. The Spanish Government
hias put itself on record as being itself frrecon- |
oilable. Naturally, the Cubans have answoered ¢
in the same Epirit, When Spain has sald, “No [
copius but unconditional submission," they have |
poplied, “None hat absolute independence.” Now
Marshal Blanco has “stopped the erueltles of
wevler, and & for Sagasta has repudinted the |
1r.'m'un¢‘|lnl|ln polley of his predecessor. But |
odium 18 ineurred more readlly than It Is re-
moved. It 18 Sefior Sagnsta’s mlisfortune that
he has to work not only against the ambltions
of (uba, but also against the obnoxious record
of Spaln herself. Tt {s much easler for him to
reverse Spanish polley than 1t will be to per-
quade the Cubans to reverse their desperate
resolution. Yet for Cuba’s sake and for Spain's
there is a widespread hope that he may achleve
the task.

WHAT THEY WANT.

No: the Republicans of this county who op-
pose the Platt-Quigg outfit do not, as Intimated
by some of the P.-Q.'s, “want the enrth,” They
o mot want even the organization which these
leaders have prostituted to thelr own bage pur-
poses and &o thoroughly demoralized that there
Is nothing salvable left. They have no Idea of
entering Into a contest for s control, however
wide open the doors are thrown; however al-
luring the Invitation to ecome In and confer;
however smooth the talk of Platt; however fe
ductive the siren song of Quigg. They are nsk-
Ing nothing of the organization, nothing of Platt,
nothing of Quigg. They belleve that Platt ought
to abdicate, Quigg ought to retire, and that the
organization ought to he—in fact, by the terms
of Its own conatitution, ls already practically—
Jdissolved. But they have no ldea that the
P.-Q.'s will abdicate, retire or confesa (issolu-
tion simply because the majority of the party
belleve they ought to. They do not expect It
It 1s better that the organization, now that It
has outlived !ts usefulness, shonld be permitted
to dwindle away and fall futo Innocuous desue-
tnde rather than that any attempt should be
made to rehabilitate it. Its epitaph should be:
“Here lies the P.-Q. Cut off from the G. 0. P,
it dled of Inanition.”

What do the Republicans of this county want?
Why, this is the first thing they want, and they
want It with an earmest longing and yearning
desire:  An organization honestly made up, free
to all Republicans, with no padded rolls, one
which will falrly represent the whole party, and
pot be a machine {n the hands of a few nelf-
speking pollilclans; an organization in which
the voters will bhave confidence, and of which
they will feel that they have reason to be proud.
That's one thing they want. Tt lsn't unreason-
able. It 1s not only possible, but close at hand.

What else do they want? Well, they want
a man at the head of the organization who Is
approachable and civll, who puls on Do alrs,
doesa’t think he knows it all, will be con-
tont to lead by persuaston, not ambitious fo
drive by coercion; will make it his chlef en
deavor to broaden, enlarge and strengthen the
whole party and not devote his energles to
bullding up a miserable factlon; will ba the
man of no “master,” nor undertake to bu an
“Intelligent despot” himself—a man, in rhort,
who has horse sense and, over all and above all,
ean tell the truth

That's what they want and what they are
bound to have.

THE COMING INDUSTKT.

The small begiunings of a revolution have
Apeper Interest than its closing triumphs. Long
Lefora the end Is reached It has been anticl
pated and has become famillar to the mind
The best-sugar experiment in New-York has nl-
ready hecome the Leet sugar Industry. It wns
not 1o be expected that the earliest experiments
in sugar-beet productlon in thls State would
yleld results altogethe * as satisfactory as have |
Leen reallzed after many years of experience
and Investigution by the producers iu some
other countries, Yet the results already at-
tatued are etiongh to Indleate what Is to come.
The new sugar factory at Rome has closed fis
seagon after forty-two dnys of work, In which
t has menufactured 170 tons of SUEAr AVEFAE
g Ligh greade to purity.  If supplied with heets
enotgh to run the whole year, this slagle fac
tory eonld apparently turn out about elght
tins e mueh, which would be not more than
A thonrand acres wonld produce. According to
tha experiments conducted by the Ktate au-
thoritles, the beets averaged per 100 pounds
about twelve pounds of sugar, and are ns rich
in etigar ns the beets produced anywhere in the
worll,  Aw the 860 faroiers contributing thelr
products this year averagi I from twelve to Af
teen tons of beets to the acre, the lndustry has
yvielded them from $00 to §75 an acre.

It s pot necessary to say that farmers in
this and other States do not average anything
liko such returna from other crops, Out of the
price obtalned for the beets the farmer has to
pay for the labor of cultivation and for tho
use of the land, and it is belleved that the cost
of raising can be greatly reduced by the use of
tmplements especlally adapted to this purpose,
But again, it is not necessary to walt until fut-
ure possibilities can be reached, for the actual
profit this year la enough to Induce multitudes
of farmers to prefer beet culture to other em-
ployment of their land and Jabor. The sugar
imported into the country, even at the rate
realized this year by New-York farmers at their
{irst experiment, could be ralsed by little over
a milllon acres of land, and would return to
the farmers about $00,000,000, bealdes a profit
to manufncturers, for, even at present low
prices, more than $80,000,000 a year Is being
pald to other countries for the Imported sngar
consumed in the United Btates.

If this large sum were taken from the amount
annually due to other countries, the balance
payable to the United Btates In gold would be
so far inereased that no fear wounld be enter-
tained of a drain of the preclous metal. The
soundness of the monetary system would then
be beyond the reach of possible changes In for-
elgn commerce, and could be threatened only
by crazy Incompetence or wilful dishonesty In
government, The value of heet sugar alone,
if produced In sufficiqgt quantity to supply the
needs of the country, would turn the scale In
a thousand financial relations between this and
other nations, and would go far to transfer to
the United States the command of money mar-
kets throughout the world, Yet the experieuce
of a single yenr In New-York suffices to prove
that the enormous production which was real-
1zed within a few years in Germany is at least
equally possible In this Btate, as It has been
proved possible In varlous Weatern Btates.

To encournge the starting of this new [ndus-
try the Btate pays a bounty not exceeding one
cent per pound for sugar manufactured In this
Btate from beets grown In this Btate. There
will presently be found zealous friends of for-
elgn beet-producers who will passlonately pro-
test against “this robbery of the whole people
“for the benefit of a few farmers and manufact-
syrers,” exactly as they bave been and are
protesting against the encouragement of tin-
plate manufacture or the raising and manu-
facture of wool. But the people of this State
are not likely to look with disfavor upon a
poliey which will increase greatly the dewmand
for labor, the value of farming land, the re-
turns realized by farm labor and the employ-

PUBLIC AID FOR CONSUMPTITVES.

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment
took an interesting and Important step yesier-
day In agreeing to provide the Board of Health
with the sum of $60,000 for the care of con-

In the statetients of President Wilscn and Dr.
Riggs the fact was brought out that many pri-
vate hospltals now refuse to recelve persons af-
fifeted with tuberculosls, an average of nearly
forty such cases belng discharged or rejected
every week. Of course, this is not to be regard-
ed as an example of Inhumanity, but as due toa |
wide acceptance of the view that tuberculosis Is

a communieable disease. The general change of ]
attitude which this eclrcumstance indicates 1s
observable on all gldes, and perhaps most st rik- |
ingly in the fact that many hotels situated In l

reglons supposed to be favorable to the cure or
rellef of consumptives, which formerly solleited
their patronuge, now take palns to make It
known that they will not be recetved on any
terms. Persons lhaving ample means are able
to command sultable treatioent and conditlons, |
but, especially In a great city, the poor are put |
at a great dlsadvantage, which, In the long run, |
the community must share by the practleal ap-
plieation of recent discoveries concerning the
most destructive of human maladles.

It is primarily in behalf of the poor that the
Health Board has desired and the Board of Es-
timate has granted an approprintion for the
care of tuberculous patients. The step has not
been abruptly taken The Health Bonrd has
been particularly engaged during the last four
years In the study of this subject. Its request
that physlclans and hospitals would report
every case coming nnder thelr ohgervation dia |
not at first meet with thelr approvag; or at least
did not elleit a satlsfactory respouse; but the
propriety of furnishing such information Las
been gradunlly recognized, and nearly nine
thousand cases have been reported this year.
Tho ravages of the disease so often figure In
vital statistics that most persons must have
some knowledge of the facts, but, nevertheless,
their significnnce cannot be generally compre-
hended. The statement made at yesterday's
meeting that one-seventh of all the ‘eaths in
New-York are eauasd by tuberculosis, and one-
fourth of all the deaths among the working
people in tenements, wonld certalnly not he
heard with composure If It related to some new
or unfamillar destroyer.

HIS EARLY TRAINING AND PRESENT BELIEFS-
